Direct distance dialing per¬ 
mits long distance callers to 
by-pass the operator and dial 
their own long-distance tele¬ 
phone calls, faster and at a 
cheaper rate. 

All Mountain Rural subscrib¬ 
ers have been mailed special 
direct distance dialing booklets 
with instructions on how to use 
the system and each subscriber 
has been issued a DDD identi¬ 
fication number. 

To place a long-distance call, 
the caller simply dials his id¬ 
entification number, then the 
area code of the party he is 
calling, and then the number 
he wishes to reach. 

Kentucky is divided into two 
calling areas. The area code 
for the eastern part of the state 
is 606. To dial a number with¬ 
in the 606 “home area.” no 
area code is needed. Simply 
dial your identification number 
and the number of the party 
you wish to reach.

The reported theft of around 
400 tons of state-owned gravel 
from a stockpile in Morgan 
County is under investigation 
this week by district and state 
officials of the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Highways. 

Lawrence Jones, State High¬ 
way Department maintenance 
foreman in Morgan, said work¬ 
men discovered the missing 
gravel, which had been deliver¬ 
ed the week prior to Labor Day, 
when they returned to work 
Tuesday, Sept. 6. 

Jones said that around 500 
tons of gravel had been stored 
in the yard of the Martha 
Church on Middlefork, about 
12 miles northeast of West 
Liberty. 

The stone was purchased and 
stockpiled by the highway de¬ 
partment for re-sealing the 
blacktop surface of the Middle 
Ford Road (KY-589) in Morgan 
County, Jones said. 

Jones said that a preliminary 
investigation Sept. 6 by him 
and district highway engineers 
from Jackson revealed that the 
missing gravel had been spread 
on two other nearby roads — 
KY-172, which has been badly 
damaged recently by coal trucks 
hauling coal from a Morgan 
County strip mine, and on the 
Middle Fork-Lick Branch Road 
about one-half mile from the 
storage site. 

Jones said that “about half’ 1

LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 10— 
Former Gov. A. B. Chandler 
yesterday challenged Democra 
tic Lt. Gov. Wendell Ford and 
Republican Tom Emberton to 
“stop talking" about repeal of 
the sales tax on food and to 
call a special session of the 
General Assembly to remove 
the tax immediately. 

Chandler, 73, is an indepen¬ 
dent candidate this year for 
governor, a position he held 
twice before as a Democrat. He 
is opposed by Ford, Emberton 
and American Party nominee 
William E. Smith. 

Chandler told a Lexington 
press conference that Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn, a close politi¬ 
cal sponsor of Emberton, should 
call the special session imme¬ 
diately. Otherwise. Chandler 
said, Lt. Gov. Ford should ex¬ 
ercise his constitutional prero¬ 
gative and call a special session 
when Nunn leaves the stale 
this weekend to attend the Nat¬ 
ional Governors Conference in 
Puerto Rico. 

“I want Mr. Emberton or Mr. 
Nunn, to do it today, or stop 
talking about it,” Chandler 
said. “I want Mr. Ford to do it 
tomorrow, or stop talking about

He added that he urged the 
calling of a special session Aug 
7. more than two weeks before 
Ford endorsed repeal of the 
tax on food and challenged the 
Republican state administration 
to act immediately on Ember¬ 
ton's proposal. 

Nunn Attacked Proposal 

Nunn subsequently dismiss¬ 
ed Ford's suggestion as “simple- 
minded, shallow, political and 
irresponsible” — a sentiment 
since echoed by Emberton. 

Ford, who also was in Lex¬ 
ington yesterday, said he was 
‘ as sincere as Mr. Chandler” 
in making his request to Nunn. 
But he repeated his claim that 
“The governor is the only one 
that has access to all the in¬ 
formation on the possibility of 
submitting a revised budget." 

He said there will be no 
action on the sales tax this 
year “if Mr. Emberton cannot 
bring enough pressure on Gov.

Ford rejected Chandler's con¬ 
tention that Ford’s position this 
year is “comparable” to Chan¬ 
dler's situation in 1935. Chan¬ 
dler, then lieutenant governor, 
called a special session of the 
legislature that year in the ab¬ 
sence of the governor to revise 
the state’s primary laws. 

“He was changing a law on 
the primary, and that was sim¬ 
ple,” Ford said. “We're talk¬ 
ing about a budget from now 
until July.”

FORD SAYS HE WON’T CALL SPECIAL 
SESSION TO REMOVE TAX ON FOOD 


,Census Survey To 
Ask About Children’s 
Immunization Here 


Cites Pledge Not 
To Impede Nunn In 
Meeting Obligations 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Lt. Gov. 
Wendell Ford, the Democrat 
nominee for governor, last Fri¬ 
day stated flatly that under no 
circumstances would he call a 
special session of the General 
Assembly to eliminate the sal¬ 
es tax on food. 

Said Ford at a news confer¬ 
ence, “I hope this ends the 
speculation that I might act 
when Mr. Nunn leaves the 
state.” 

The tax has become an issue 
in the gubernatorial campaign 
ever since GOP nominee Tom 
Emberton promised to repeal 
it if elected. 

Ford said his decision was 
based on two factors. 

‘‘On Dec. 12, 1967, when I 
took office, I made a pledge 
that I would not impede the 
governor in carrying out his 
obligations and wouldn't detain 
him in the state by such a 
threat. I intend to keep that 
promise,” Ford asseted. 

He also said that only the 
governor has access to informa¬ 
tion regarding the effect of 


i such a tax reduction, particul¬ 
arly on the state’s budget. 

Ford went on to accuse Em¬ 
berton of playing politics with 
I the public “by uttering what 
now appears to be idle promis¬ 
es and shallow sentences.” 

Ford said that he challenged 
! Emberton two weeks ago to 
use his influence with the gov- 
[ ernor to call a special session 
and repeal the tax now. Gov. 
Nunn, however, has called the 
proposal “irresponsible.” 

“There will be no special ses¬ 
sion unless the governor calls 
i one,” Ford said.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 — 
The U. S. Department of Agri- 
j culture today ruled that a pro¬ 
gram begun last December in 
which food stamps users could 
collect lip to 49 cents in cash 
i change each time they U6cd 
coupons, is being discontinued 
Under the new policy, food 
stamp users due change from 
coupon purchases will be giv¬ 
en credit Slips or tokens by 
storekeepers for amounts up 
to 49 cents and unendorsed 50 
cent coupons for additional 
change in amounts of a half 
dollar or more. 

Agriculture Department offi¬ 
cials said the change was prom¬ 
pted by critics in Congress who 
said the practice of giving 49 
cents in cash change to users 
could theoretically allow per¬ 
sons to make repeated coupon 
purchases and build a cash re¬ 
serve sufficient to purchase 
prohibited items.
